NEW STREET CAR 
LINE OPERATING 


Three Miles of New "racks Put 
in Service in La: Few 
Days 


More than three miles of new perm- 
anent double track on the street 
railway was put into operation yester- 
day, and the latter part of last week 
when cars were routed over the new 
line on Nelson avenue and along Al- 
Derta avenue instead of on the tem- 
porary tracks on Spruce avenue. 

A fifteen-minute service has been 
put into operation on the Nelson ave- 
nue line, Cars at present are run- 
hing; from the corner of First street 
and Jasper avenue to the corner of 
Tenth street and Nelson avenue, This 
reute will be extended to the corner of 
Cuvry street and McDougall avenue 
on the flats just as soon as the perm- 
anent double track work on  Sas- 
katchewan avenue and Curry street is 
coripleted. This, it is expected, wil! 
he done by the end of the week or be- 
ginning of next week, 

With the opening of the double 
tracks on Alberta avenue from Kirk- 
ness sireet practically to the railway 
crossing, cars on the Packing Plant 
and Namayo lines are operating to 
much Letter advantage and are keep- 
ing to schedule time in more efficient 
style. The Packing Plant cars now 
are running now from North Edmon- 
ton to Albany avenue with double 
track on ninety per cent. of the route. 
while the cars running from the cor- 
ner of Kirkness street and Namayo 
avenue to the corner of Twenty-fourth 
street and Tretheway avenue have 
double track over the entire route, 

There is a possibility that the Nel- 
s0n avenue line may be opened right 
through to Twenty-fourth street be- 
fore the winter sets in, but as yet the 
date is too indefinite to be set even 
approximately,

PLEBISCITE 


At a mass meeting of two thousand 
citizens in the Empire Auditorium 
last night—one of the largest gather- 
ings ever held in connection with 
municipal affairs in the City of Ed- 
monton-—a resolution was passed by 
practically a unanimous vote “that 
street numbering be suspended until 
endorsed by a ptevisctte of tne iegal 
ratepayers of the city’; and the 
meeting also expressed the opinion, 
also with very few dissentients, that 
4the numbers in any system of street 
numbering that is adopted should 
start from the centre of the city. 

The meeting was of a very lively 
character. It was fairly orderly while 
Mayor Short, the first speaker, gave 
a comprehensive explanation of — the 
new numbering sctneme, vut atcer vis 
worship left to attend the reception 
at the Government  tffouse, heckling 
was continuously resorted to, inter- 
ruptions being so frequent that many 
of the speakers had to hurriedly con- 
clude their remarks. 

Mayor/Short’s Address, 

W. H. Clegg was elected to the 
chair, Mayor Short spoke of the lack 
of merit of the old system; of the 101 
ubdivisions where streets were naim- 
ed according to varying fancies: and 
of the duplication of names through- 
out the city. Ninety per cent. of the 
business men were in favor of the 
new scheme, which has been approved 
by the members of the Retailers’ As- 
sociation and the Board of Trade. It 
was easy of comprehension, and could 
be readily understood by the stranger 
within the gates. It was impossible 
for merchants to deliver goods proper- 
ly under the old system; he knew of 
one case where it took four days to 
make a certain delivery. 

Voice: It must have been by street 
car, 

George H. Gowan's Views. 

George H. Gowan, who drafted the 
petition to the council in connection 
with the matter, said the council had 
showed poor judgment in putting the 
new scheme into effect. The old and 
new numbers should have been re- 
tained side by side, until the new 
directory is issued, and people could 
get acquainted with new conditions, 
“Mayor Short stood up and -asked 
permission to make .an explanation, 
but he was howled down, and order 
was only restored when the chairman 
intervened. The mayor ultimately 
said that instructions were given that 
the old numbers should remain until 
the new ones had become understood. 

Mr. Gowan said somebody had not 
carried out the instructions, The 
new scheme was ill-advised, and the 
five numbers were clumsy and cum- 
bersome, He personally drafted the 
petition, and within an hour had se- 
cured the signatures of twenty-five 
prominent citizens, Mayor Short at 
first declined to call a meeting, and 
then afterwards suggested a meeting 
in the council chamt 

Mr. Gowan replied: “You don't real- 
ize, Mr. Mayor, the indignation and 
dissatisfaction that has been caused 
among the citizens."’ 

Provisions had been made in the 
scheme for the future extension of the 
boundaries of the city, but the present 
area, 55 square miles, was already too 
large, and no extensions should = be 
made for many years to come, The 
trouble was that the citizens had been 
sitting down complacently and allow- 
ing the council to extend the boundar- 
ies of the city beyond reasonable mea- 


sure, Real estate interests had been 
paramount, He would suggest that 
the numbers start at the south and 
eastern boundaries, and that if there 
were any extensions in future, that 
the alphabetical system be used.

Bill Introduced in Legislature as 
Amendment to Public Works 
Act

Reservations for public parks aad 
playgrounds must be made in all sub- 
division plans submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Minister of, Putlic 
Works of Alberta if the amendment 
now proposed to the Public Works 
Act becomes iaw, It has been Intro- 
duced by Nelson Spencer, M.P/P., for 
Medicine Hat. 

The amendment provides tnat neo 
plan of any area of land, sixteen acres 
or more in extent shall be approved 
by the Minister of Public Works un- 
less such reservations «are shown, 
Upon the filing of the plan in the 
land tities office for the district the 
portions to be reserved for public 
use will become vested in and subject 
to the control of the city or town in 
which the land is situated, and if not 
situated in a town or eity the lands 
will become vested in the Crown in 
the right of the province. Reser ations 
for park purposes have to be in the 
proportion of jone-sixteenth of the 
whole area to be subdivided ineclus- 
ive of roads, streets and lanes, aad 
the area for public playgrounds is 
to be in the proportion of one thir y- 
second of the whole area. The locatioa 
of the public parks and piaygrounds 
must also be satisfactory to the Min- 
ister of Public Works,
